wheat, or au aggregate of 729,000,000 
bushels of both.varieties takeu together. 
This calculation, of course, is subject to 
the exigencies of the weather between 
now aud the harvesting. 


From tbe present outlook the wheat 


crop of 1905 will be much the largest 
ever gathered except iu 1901.

yield was OjS.OOO.OOO bushels iu 1904, 
037,000,000 in 1903, (170,000,000 iu 1902 
aud 748,0011,01)0 in 1901. The 1901 crop 
was 13,000,000 bushels larger than that 
of 190-5 will be if the present indications 
are sustained by the weather conditions 
from this time to the end of the season.

The Habits of the Mosquito. 


All mosquitoes breed iu stagnant wa- 


ter. From seven to twenty days are re- 
quired to produce a brood of a hundred 
fold or more—from eggs to wiuged, bit- 
in? insects. 
A mosquito a day old is 


full growu. 
Females three days old 


may Jay eggs. Most kinds breed with- 
iu u very short distance of their biting 
activities—frequently within the house 
itself. The few species that fly far 
mostly breed in salt marshes by the 
•eacoaat. These are uot the malarial 
mosquitoes, nor do they enter houses to 
bite or to breed. 
The malarial mos- 


quitoes (Anopheles) are the most dan- 
gerous domestic mosquitoes, aud breed 
hi any little puddle or receptacle of 
water lhatstands for a week or two. 
1 liese pests do uot travel far; six hun- 
dred yards is the limit. Some of them 
will bite iu the daytime. 
The common 


Once you rid yourj own place of re- 


ceptacles thai hold stagnant water, and 
you still have mosquitoes, be sure that 
your neighbor has doue as you have 
done. Gel him lo follow your exam 
pie, aud then look aionnd the neigh 
borhood for a swamp, a sluggish brook 
or a poud. 
These suspicious places 


may be treated with kerosene, which 
should be applied so thai Ihe entire 
surface is covered with an oil film 
when the film Is broken the protection 
Is inefficient, as any opeuing will allow 
the "wlgglers" room lo breathe. 
1'ul 


the kerosene ou with a waterlug-pol 
having a fine "rose,"or use a syringe 
with a flue "roue." 
There is also a 


preparatlou in the opeu market called 
•'Phinotas Oil" that Is good, aud which 
is free from some of the objections of 
kerosene. Then, too, some small fish, 
"killiea" or "minnowsf" from half au 
inch to four Inches lu length, can be 
put Iuto the water. These are vora- 
cious eaters of mosquitoes larvae in all 
stages. 
Goldfish are good for foun- 


tains. Remember, however, that mos- 
quitoes do uot breed in open, deep wa- 
ters; only on tbe edges of ponds or in 
still eddies of running brooks. So don't 
waste your kerosene Jon deep running 
water, though it is uecessasy lo protect 
the deep water iu rain-barrels or cis- 
terns. Also, dou'l mix u'sh with kero- 
sene—use one or the other, not both in 
the same pond.
